LONDON, Sept. 29.—British cas- 
ualties reported during the month 
of September total 104,598, divided 
as follows: Officers killed and died 
of wounds, 636; men, 18,302. Offi- 
cers wounded or missing, 2151; men, 
83,509. 

The severity of the fighting in 
which the British have been engaged 
during September, is inditated not 
only by the total casualties of more 
than 104,000, but by comparison 
with the August figures, which were 
60,811. Casualties in some of the 
late August fighting in Flanders are 
included in the September total, but 
this may well be offset by late Sep- 
tember casualties not reported in 
time to be covered in the figures an- 
nounced today. 

The total compares favorably, 
however, with the figures for Sep- 
tember, 1916, the third month of the 
battle of the Somme, when the cas- 
ualties were 119,549.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Correspond- 
ents at British headquarters in 
France advised all their English 
and American newspapers to expect 
nothing from their respective corre: 
spondents yesterday. No reason for 
this was assigned. 


No reason for the withholding of 
the dispatches of newspaper corres- 
pondents on the British front in 
France is known. The only occasion 
previously of interrupting the news 
of the correspondents was in October, 
1915, when it was announced from 
London that thousands of words of 
news from Associated Press corrés- 
pondents in Sofia and from the Ger- 
man lines on the western battle front 
were being withheld by the British 
censor. 

Two days later announcement was 
received of the entry of Bulgaria 
into the war on the side of the Teu- 
tonic allies and a day still later came 
the news that Field Marshal Sir. John 
French, who had remained silent for 
five. days, had made considerable 
gains in the Loos sector, driving a 
wedge into the German lines from 
600 to 1000 yards in depth.

MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 29.—The cual 
coast section of Bast Louisiana, Mis- 
sissipi, Alabama and Western Florida 
was emerging today from the tropi- 
cal hurricane which swept in from 
the Gulf of Mexico Friday and for 
a number of hours isolated many 
towns along the coast. Roofs of res- 
idences and frail buildings were dam- 
aged, but warning in advance pre- 
vented extensive damage to shipping, 
and as scores of persons came in 
from exposed points no loss of life 
was reported. 

Telephone, telegraph and railroad 
communication still was virtually 
paralyzed and washed-out tracks and 
damage to wires by high winds was 
expected to constitute the chief loss. 

The storm struck the coast at the 


mouth of the Misissippi and sweeping | 


across a narrow portion of Louisi- 
ana, missed New Orleans, but hit 
Gulfport, Biloxi and the Mississippi 


coast section, swept through Mobile ; 


at times with a velocity of 96 miles 
an hour and extended east to Pensa- 
cola, where communication had not 
been restored early today. 

A three-story structure occupied 
by the. Chamber of Commerce. and 
the Cotton Exchange and several 
other buildings in the business dis- 
trict here were destroyed by fire, de- 
moralization of the fire alarm system 
giving the flames a start. The loss is 
put at $350,000. 

The storm early today was con- 
tinuing its way inland in a north- 
easterly direction through Alabama 
and Florida, though apparently with 
diminishing force. 


British Stcamer Made Helpless by 
Hurricane. 

A GULF PORT, Sept. 29.—aA big 
British steamer, which left this port 
last Saturday morning, is lying help- 
less 300 miles off shore after being 
battered for many hours be the 
tropical hurricane which struck the 
Bast gulf coast Thursday, according 
to a wireless message received here. 
No loss of life was reported. The 
ship ran squarely into the hurricare 
end after battling agaftnst the waves 
for many hours was finally put out 
of commission. Reports’ said. the 
She 
will be towed to port for repairs. Aid 
was dispatched from this port. 


Heavy Damage to Crops and Fruits 
in Isle of Pines. 

HAVANA, Sept. 29.—One steamer 
and several sailing vesels ‘were sunk, 
houses were razed and 
great damage done to growing crops 
and fruits by the West Indian hurri- 
cane, which struck the Isle of Pines 
on Wednesday evening, according to 
dispatches received here. Advices 
from Batabano, situated on the main- 


land, says it is believed there that 


many persons perished in the islands, 
although no definite information re- 
garding the casualties has been re- 
ceived here. 


Heavy Damage to Crops in Alabama 
and West Florida. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 29.— 
Reports of damage to crops and 
buildings in West Florida and South 
and Central Alabama as a result of 
the West India hurricane reached 
here today -from points to which 
communication lines remained in- 
tact. Brewton, Evergreen and Inda- 
lusia, Florala, Dothan, Troy and 
Ozark, Alabama, report heavy dam- 
age by wind and rain and hundreds 
of small buildings blown down. The 
wind here reached a velocity of 55 to 
60 miles an hour. No casualties have 
been reported. No trains have 
moved south over the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad since Friday 
morning and more than 600 passen- 
gers for points South are marooned 
here.

RIFLES: READY WHEN 
SOLDIERS NEED ThE 


Ordnance Chief Says Every Man 
Will Have Modern Gun When 
He Leaves America. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Because 
of current inquiries and complaints 
about the shortage of rifles for the 
new army, Brigadier-General Wil- 
liam Crozier, chief of ordnance, yes- 
terday made a statement calculated 
to set at rest the fears of state au- 
thorities and the newly drafted men 
themselves about proper equipment. 

“Whenever a soldier is ready to go 
to Europe a modern rifle will be 
ready for him,” he promises. 

The statement of Gen. Crozier was 
called forth by a story that arms 
factories were idle, notwithstanding 
the shortage of small arms through- 
out the country. Here is his state- 
ment: 

“My attention has been called to 
published reports that there is a 
shortage of rifles at the cantonments 
and that three rifle manufacturing 
concerns have been idle during the 
summer when they might have been 
manufacturing. rifles. 

“These arms companies have not 
been idle, but have been making ex- 
tensive preparations for, turning out 
a rifle which would give us both a 
reasonable degree of interchange- 
ability of important parts and uni- 
form ammunition. Two of them have 
begun making deliveries. Two days 
ago the deliveries of these three fac- 
tories and the two Government ‘ones 
were 1200 rifles per day. The deliv- 
erfes now are more than 1300 per 
day and the deliveries will progres- 
Sively increase. The third company, 
engaged untn recently on British 
contracts, is ready to begin deliveries. 


“I may also say that whenever a 
soldier is ready to go to Europe— 
that is when he is trained and equip- 
ped in every other way, a modern 
rifle will be ready for him. 

“At the outset of the war it was 
recognized and explained that we 
could pursue two courses — enther 
experience a perfectly endurable de- 
lay and produce a rifle with inter- 
changeable parts to use a standard 
ammunition or produce rifles more 
lapidly but without mterchangeabil- 
ity of parts and incapable of using a 
uniform ammunition.

“There are now at esch of the can- 
tonments 5000 riflee suitable for 
drilling purposes. A rifle to each 
man is not imperative for purpose of 
drill, as companies can drill at dif- 
ferent hours. The main thing is to 
supply rifles when the trained men 
are ready to leave and such rifles 
will be rapidly turned out now by 
three factories and two Government 
factories, which have equipped 
themselves during the summer for 
the work and can supply the rifles

Descriptions of the negro as fur- 
nished by the victims vary, and the 
police are of the opinion that sev- 
eral negroes have been operating 
along the same line.

However, he failed to appear. 

Supporters Claim Majority. 

The applause which greeted Pre- 
mier Kerensky indicated that he had 
a small minority with him. The So- 
cialists supporting him contended 
that he had a majority of the con- 
vention.

The glorious victories on the 
southwest front in July terminated 
in a disgraceful retreat. 

No Cheer for Pacifists. 

“In the rear we have reinforce- 
ments, but the men at the front do 
not accept them because they bring 
discord and regiments with historic 
records cannot accept such men.” 

Gen. Verkhovsky repeated his an- 
nounced program of changing the 
army commanders, educating the 
troops along free revolutionary lines 
based on mutual trust between offi- 
cers and men, and the disbanding of 
the useless hordes in the rear.

Aside from the weather there was 
little of importance in the market 
news to influence prices. Receipts of 
corn are only fair, but the cash de- 
mand shows signs of abating, owing 
to recent favorable weather for 
maturing the new cfop. 

Oats were firm with corn, but also 
were influenced by a minor squeeze 
of shorts in the September option in 
Chicago. Receipts are relatively 
small as compared with last year, 
and export demands are absorbing a 
large part of the new arrivals. The 
cash demand is fair. The market 
closed steady. 

The Liverpool wheat market was 
easier, influenced by advices from 
America and better political in- 
formation. Corn firm despite the 
easier tendency in America.

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Frederick’s “Uselesaness.”

City we are advised that Gov. Gardner, in 
considering the application of A. H. Fred- 
erick for a parole will readily approve the 
parole if the Prison Board will recommend 
it, and then follows the PEMATKGNS state- 
ment: 

The Governor has no doubt but what 
Frederick is broken in health and 
spirit, and that he can never be of any 
service to the State as a prisoner. 

Gardner hag promised us a business 
administration, and here we have evidence 
of it, as well as a new idea in penology. 
To lock a man up in the penitentiary when 
he could be of no service to the State, but, 
on the contrary, an expense, does not ap- 
peal to the business acumen of our Gov- 
ernor, founded on a long career as a suc- 
cessful business man, if this correctly rep- 
resents his views. His idea, if carried out 
in all the possibilities that it presents, 

micht make the penitentiary and the en- 
forcement of the criminal law a source of 
great profit to the State. 

We might enforce the criminal law after 
the idea suggested by a Roman Emperor 
who had three prisoners brought before 
him— Gaul, a German and a Briton. A 
Briton in those days was a sorry-looking 
individual The Emperor, realising that 
the Briton was useless for all purposes, or- 
dered him turned loose, and ordered the 
Gaul and the German into slavery. We 
might even go a step further and save 
court costs and expenses of convicting 
those “who can never be of any service to 
the State as a prisoner,” by having the 
Chief of Detectives give the accused the 
“once over,” and if he is found deficient 
and not likely to be of any service to the 
State, to have him turned loose without 
further ceremony. On the other hand, if 
the accused is a “huskey,” the jury will 
be instructed to consider that fact in deter- 
mining the measure of his punishment, 
rather than the nature and extent of his 
crime. In this way we would fill the peni-

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PROFITS IN MILK DISTRIBUTION. 

Nobody has won the fight against exorbitant 
milk prices in St. Lpuis. The reported agreement 
between the producers and distributers will mean 
an increase of about $5000 a day in the cost of 
milk to the consumer, or $1,825,000 a year. If 
there is any means of preventing this increase 
the authorities should take action. 

The: profits sought by local milk distributers 
appear to be unreasonable. Ignoring fractions, 
the 46 quarts in each 100 pounds will bring the 
dealer, at 14 cents a quart, $6.44. With the price 
at 11 cents he was getting $5.06. So that, for his 
service in distributing these 46 quarts; the cost 
of which service is no more than before, he is 


charging his customers an extra $1.38. What ex-

Figuring another way, under the 14 cents price, 
the dealer will get $6.44 for his 46 quarts. He will 
pay the wholesaler $3.20.

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EXTENDING MR. BURLESON’S AUTHORITY. 

No citizen of patriotic sentiment wants to less- 
en any handicaps the Government may thing prop- 
er to impose on papers of unquestionably disloyal 
views. It may be wise to provide under penalties 
that common carriers and individuals shall give 
no assistance in transporting and distributing 
such troublesome publications. 

This, however, is not what Congress did in 
adopting an amendment to the trading-with-the- 
enemy bill. The amendment does not provide 
that disloyal and seditious publications shall be 
denied transport by express companies and others. 
It provides that publications which Postmaster- 
General Burleson says are disloyal and seditious 
and which he may previously have barred from 
the mails shall be denied such transport, which 
is quite another thing. 

Mr. Burleson’s judgment in ruling things out 
of the mail cars heretofore has not been of such 
quality as to create any particularly imperious 
demand for giving him authority to rule things 
out of express cars and the freight cars also. 
Some publications which he has deprived of mail

Movies Teach Rookies to Shoot 
NE of the most interesting of 

the several uses of moving 

pictures in war time, as de- 
scribed by Homer Croy in the Octo- 
der Everybody's, is the animated rifle 
range. “It’s all right,“ says the 
author, to set up a rifle range, shoot 
at a bull's-eye painted on iron and 
have your chest hung with medals; 
but when you get over on the other 
side you find they have run out of 
bull's-eyes. Alofigside what you havc 
to shoot at over there, a saucer looks 
as big as a barrel of flour. Then 
your objective’s on the move, too. 
You whang away at it and you don’t 
know whether you have landed or 
plowed up a potato patch. 

That's where the new military 
animated targets come in. They 
bring the pictures back from the 
front-——pictures of the Germans com- 
ing up out of the trenches—and 


throw them on the screen, and 


they’re your target. Instead of hav- 
ing a silyer screen, like a regular 
motion-picture theater, the sceen is 
made of paper and it keeps moving. 
And instead of having an audience 
sitting around sighing every time the 
world mistreats the beautiful lady, 
there are recruits standing around 
with rifles in their hands learing 
how. 

“Under the shooting counter is a 
picture projector, and there on the 
screen are the Germans just coming 
up for a charge. You let go and the 
bullet hits the paper, closing an elec- 
trical contact, stopping the projector, 
and a light shows, so that you can 
see wrere you have placed your shot. 
At the end of two and a half seconds 
the picture automatically begins to 
move again and the Germans come 
head on until you let drive.

How to Train Your Children | 


Helpful Suggestions to Mothers Prepared by Experts for 
the United States Bureau of Education.

ROM about the age of three, and 

F extending indefinitely through 

childhood years, there is no 

more valuable aid for the mother 

who desires to promote the well-be- 

ing of her children than walks and 
talks. 

It is ubually most difficult for the | 
home-keeping mother to find suf- 
ficient leisure—or rather, uninter- 
rupted leisure—to concentrate on 
work or play with her children. We 
are all only too familiar with the in“ 
terruptions of the butcher, the bak- 
er, the telephone, the friendly neigh- 
bor, which break in repeatedly until 
one “gives up” in despair. But when 
you leave your home and its distrac; 
tions behind you, you begin to realize 
that you have found a way in which 
you can say with Froebel, Come, let 
us live with our children.“ 

These walks and talks can be use- 
ful both to the city mother and the 
country mother. The city mother 
has the city parks, the river fron, 
visits to the large factories, museums 
and historic points of interest. You 
can make the walks as long or as 
short as your. leisure permits; you 
can plan them for every day or every’ 
other day, morning or afternoon; and 
after a month’s trial, you will be- 
gin to realize their value for your- 
self as much as for the children. The 
blue sky and the great outdoors will 
take you away from the pettiness of 
the thousand and one trifles that 
continually intrude themselves up- 
on your attention while you remain 
within four walls, and they will be 
equally uplifting in taking the lit- 
tle ones away. 


T is well for you to decide upon 
1 your destination before you call 
the children with Let's 8 to 
the park today!” or This is. a. great 
day for the woods!” A playmate or 
two taken along occasionally (and 
frequently if you have but one child) 
will lend additional zest to the walks 
and will enlarge your opportunities 
of getting better acquainted, not only 
with the playmates, but with your 
own children in relation to their 
playmates. 

In the case of very young children, 
places very near home will serve as 
well as the more distant goals which 
are usually more attractive to the 
older children. The pond or the 
stream under the bridge, or thé wa- 
ter-front, the playgrounds or the 
park woods—seek them out in your 
vicigity. Try every road and see 
where it leads to.. The adjoining 
town, if it be within two or three 
miles, makes a splendid objective 
point with older children, and a trol- 
ley ride will bring you back should 
time or fatigue make it necessary. 

Try to forget all your grown-up 
dignity on these walks (especially if 
it be a country road) and have as 
much fun and laughter as the chil- 
dren are ready for). Wear only 
stout shoes and “roughing” clothes. 
Sometimes permit the children to 
take skates, or a bicycle, or a veloci- 
pede, a wagon or jaunting cart, or u 
sled, a hoop, or horse reins. All these 
will provide additional attractions 
when the children seem loath to 
leave their street play. 

These walks will develop your ‘chil- 
dren physically fully as much as any 
systematic exercises, and the variety 
of “stunts” that will be initiated 
along the road will astound you. In 
some of them you may join; others 
will teach you to have control of 
your nerves, while the children devel- 
op strength and independence there- 
by. So far as the physical activi- 
ties are concerned; you need suggest 
very little; the children will initiate 


for. There will be walking forwards 
and backwards, sometimes with eyes 
shut, sometimes on stone walls and 
in ditches; there will be running. 
skipping, hopping, jumping from dif- 
ferent heights, whistling and sing- 
‘ng, games of “follow master,” rac- 
ing, stone throwing and stick throw- 
ing into ponds and trees and tree 
climbing. 

That the “Walks and Talks” are 
a great mental stimulus is readily 
apparent, when one reflects for a 
moment upon the opportunities for 
asking and answering questions that 
seldom arise in the schoolroom; the 
opportunities to observe public work 
that is going on away from one’s 
immediate neighborhood; the ro

By taking one tree at 
a time you will soon be surprised - 
te discover how many trees you 
and the children can name. 

These walks will also contribute 
to spiritual growth in no small meas- 
ure. They will afford a basis ot 
companionship that with the older 
years fs not readily outgrown, and 
many fond memories will cluster 
around these little trips. Perhaps 
the dame walks, though less frequent 
in the adolescent years, may afford 
opportunity for the confidences, the 
ideals and ambitions, that are so oft- 
en poured into someone’s eise’s ears 
because the mother seems so busy in 
the home. At any rate, you will not 
stop the walks and talks when the 
kindergarten age has passed. You 
Will keep it up from year to year, and 
each year will make them seem more 
worth while. You will have to in- 
crease your knowledge of nature's 
story as the yeare go by, but with 
your interest to spur you on, and 
the many books on the library 
shelves that are now ready to help 
you, this ought not to be difficult 
nor burdensome.

strong. Ever since he became Min- 
ister of War he has shown moral 
courage in attacking Bolshevikism. 
At the same time, the Council of 
Soldiers’ and Workmen’s Delegates, 
while supporting him, did not have 
the moral courage to follow his 
course. So the power passed quite 
naturally into his bands, as it is al- 
ways bound to pags into the hands 
of the morally courageaus. 
Plotters Work Rapidly. 

The Bolsheviki plotters worked 80 
‘rapidly that no one in the Govern- 
ment had warning of 24 hours. Mon- 
day afternoon, July 17; Sistroretsk 
began moving on Petrograd by way 
of the Viborg factory district, sweep- 
ing the workmen with it. They were 
going straight to Tauride Palace, a 
road they knew. Their moment was 
chosen well, as the Council of Sol- 
diers’ and Workmen's Delegates, 
who now. sits in the ancient hall of 
the Duma, was in an upset state over 
the sudden resignations of all the 
Cadet membera of the ministry. The 
caflets resigned, broadly stated, be- 
cause the Government, by recogniz- 
ing the autonomy of Little Russia, 
were taking definite steps before the 
sitting of the constitutional assem- 
bly. They have stood for no definite 
action, except against Germany, until 
the assembly sits. So they were quit- 
ting. . 

This action of the Cadets by itself 
threw the majority vote of the Min- 
istry to the Socialists, and that was 
exactly what the Socialists did not 
want. The Bolsheviki within the 


council were trying to make them 


accept their power as an accom- 
plished fact, and the forces advanc- 
ing from Sistroretsk, and by this 
time from Cronstadt, were an added 
argument. a 

In the Government there was con- 
sternation. If troops were ordered 
out, it meant civil war between the 
soldiers and the Red Guard—exactly 
what the German agents wanted. If 
they left the Bolsheviki alone they 
would try to win the troops. Pere- 
sersef, Minister: of Justice, had an 
idea. In his possession were docu- 
ments showing that the Bolsheyiki 
leaders had received German money, 
the evidence pointing to Lenine as 


the chief German conspirator. Quick- | 


ly Government representatives went 
to all the regiments stationed in 
Petrograd and explained. to them 
what was going on, and begged them 
not to leave their barracks. All but 
a few obeyed, and even the machine 
gun regiments did not turn out in 
full. 

Meeting with no resistance, the 
invaders found themselves in pos- 
session of the town. Cronstadters 
began arriving, and by morning the 
town looked perfectly normal on the 
surface, even business went on as 
usual, though the Bolsheviki con- 
trolled the streets with their ar- 
mored motor ‘cars. During the day 
of Tuesday the only excitement was 
a panic the Cronstadt contingent got 
into on the Liteing, thinking they 
were attacked. There were, as a 
matter of fact, no Governnient troops 
out all day, and the attempts on the 
part of the Bolsheviki to get them 
out for or against were unavalling. 

The Bolsheviki revolution died 
right there, but they did not know 
it yet, and Tuesday evening they tried 
to sterm the Council of Soldiers’ and 
Workmen’s Delegates and force them 
to take all.the reins of government. 
The Tauride Palace was in a state 
of seige for several hours, and, to 
break it gently, Cossacks who were 
ordered not to shoot were sent to 
‘penetrate the crowd and surround 
the palace. Some succeeded, then the 
crowd, seeing their revolution tum- 
bling, fired on the next bunch of Cos- 
sacks, Killing eight and many horses. 
These were the Cossacks buried with 
such ceremony. Before morning the 
revolution. had tumbled. completely, 
as the Cossacks began coming out in 
force, and the machine gunners, be- 
ing embusquees, acted like embus- 
quees, deserted their machines and 
hid. So new contingents of Cron- 
stadters coming up the river had to 
surrender on arrival or be sunk. 

In a few hours the reyolution was 
liquidated except for the retaking of 
Peter and Paul fortress in the city, 
and that was done by an arranged 
battle without bloodshed. By this 
time troops began pouring in from 
the depots of the front, and the hand 
of militarism began pressing on Pe- 
trograd so forcibly that, except for a 
little machine-gun work in the very 
beginning, tho Bolsheviki have been 
quiet ever since.
